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George Canning. 

Tne Lirk or thr Rr. Hoxnorar.e Georer CaNnnina. 
By Robert Bell, author of the History of Russia. New 
York, Harper & Brothers. For sale by Robinson & 
Jones. 

Robert Bell is a most able biographer. A 
Whig in politics, he shows himself capable of 
doing justice to the motives and character of 
aman from whose political principles he must 
have dissented. Canning lived in a period 
crowded with events of the greatest magni- 
tude—perhaps the most critical period of Eng- 
land’s history, Until he openly appeared as a 
public man, he inclined to the side of the Lib- 
eral Party, but his advent ‘into public life was 
marked by a complete committal of himself 
to the ‘Torics, or rather to the cause of 
Pitt. One cause of this remarkable change is, 
doubtless, to be sought in the profound admira- 
tion in which he held that extraordinary man, 
and in the flattering overtures made by Pitt. 
Always on the alert to strengthen himself 
against a formidable opposition, that great min- 
ister kept a keen watch over rising talent, and 
was not slow to draw it into his service. 
Canning had been attending the nightly 
meetings of the Reformers, and was already a 
marked man, though a mere adventurer in 
London. He is talked about, and begins to be 
speculated upon as the Samson of the People. 
“He is plainly on the high road to greatness of 
somé kind; how it is to end, whether he is to 
be a martyr ora minister, is yet a leap in the 


dark.” 

At this crisis,a note is put into his hands, 
with marks of secrecy and haste. It comes 
from a man who has produced some sensatio 
among the people, and he announces that he 
will breakfast with Canning on the following 
morning, When he will communicate matters 
of importance. 

“A small fresh colored man, with intelligent 
eyes and an obstinate expression of face, and 
pressing order of manners, makes his appear- 
ance next morning at breakfast. ‘lhe host is 
colleeted as a man should be who holds himself 
prepared for a revelation. The guest, unre- 
served and impatient of delay, hastens to un- 
fold his mission. 

This man was Godwin, the famous author of 
the “Political Justice;” the burthen of his dis- 
course was, the wrongs of the People; and his 
mission was, to announce to Canning that he, 
the young adventurer in London, had been se- 
lected to take the lead of the Reformers. 


“Miracle upon miracle! The astonishment 
of the youth who receives this communication 
may well suspend his judgment; he requires an 
interval to collect himself and decide; and 
then, dismissing the strange visiter, shuts him- 
self up tothink. In that interval he takes a 
step which commits him for life. It is but a 
step from Leicester Inn to Downing Street.— 
His faith in the people is shaken. He sees in 
this theory of regeneration nothing but folly 


ticipation in it. And the next chamber to 
which we follow him, is the closet of the min- 
ister, to whom he makes his new confession of 
faith, and gives in his final adherence.” 

From.that time Canning was devoted to Pitt. 
His attachment to him, Mr. Bell remarks, was 
more than friendship—it was allegiance.— 
Nothing reminds us so much of the intense, 
unwavering, unqualified homage of some of the 
old Jackson Party in this country to their great 
head, as the complete submission of Canning 
to the haughty minister of England. His bi- 
ographer, while faithfully exhibiting this 
characteristic of Canning, 1s exccedingly in- 
genious so to portray it us to make it appear 
almost a virtue. But, how different might have 
been the history of the world, had Canning 
accepted the proposition of Godwin—had his 
wonderful talents been consecrated to the cause

“Latest from Tabasco, 

TheN. O. Delta has received verbal intelli- 
gence from Tabasco, from Capt. J. P. Levy, 
who left that place on the 16th ult. Informa- 
tion had reached Tabasco before he left, that 
the Department of Pechucalu had declared for 
Santa Anna and Federalism, in conjunction 
with several other departments, and that Gen- 
eral Belches and other revolutionists were at 
the head of the movement. Troops had gone 
from Tabaszo to put down the revolt. But it 
was gencrally supposed that they would join 
the malcontents. 

Captain L. thinks the United States could 
tuke Tabasco without any difficulty. 

Yucatan, ‘he believes, is dissimulating—af- 
fecting neutrality, while she is secretly furnish- 
ing the Mexican Government troops and pro- 
visions. Our Governmeut, we presume, would 
be very happy to believe this. 

In Campeachy the five star flag is not al- 
lowed to fly, and when the U. 5. brig Somers 
visited that place the inhabitants rose en masse 
in consequence of the Mexican flag not flying 
from the ramparts of their city. _ It is entirely 
a ruse the Campeachanos ure playing our gov- 
ernment, as it is well known that the princi- 
pal merchants of Yucatan were strongly op- 
posed to the late war with Mexico, and used 
every exertion to put down the Yucatan gov- 
ernment and support that of Mexico. 

When Mr. L. sailed from Tabasco there were 
in port the French barque Victoria, from Bor- 
deaux; 5 Mexiean schooners, 1 French and 1 
Bremen brig, names unknown: no men of war 
of any nation. The Mexican schr. Annetta ar- 
rived on the 13th inst. from Alvarado; she re- 

rts that there had been some warm corres- 
pondence carried on between Com. Conner and 
a Spanish commander, at Vera Cruz, in conse- 
quence of allowing Mexican vessels, under Yu- 
catan papers, to enter the port of Alvarado and 
leave without molestation, at the same time 
preventing foreign vessels ys hee | any port.— 
They finally concluded an amicable settlement 
that no vessels should enter any of the ports 
whatever. The A. passed the U.S. brig Som- 


of popular liberty, and arrayed in opposition to 
the magnificent Despotism of Pitt! The Ab- 
solutism of Europe might have been broken up, 
and England saved a world of debt and a world 


of crime. 
This biographer is a keen analyst of charac- 


ter. “The adoption of Tory principles,” he 
says, “when such events were pressing him to 
a decision, was the only honest and conscien- 
tious conclusion at which Mr. Canning could 
have arrived. It was thoroughly consistent 
with the charaeter of his mind, which was em- 
inently prudential. His genius might have 
been generally disposed to take the imagina- 
tive side of a question; but his understanding, 
stronger than his genius, invariably took the 
English {practical] side,whatever that happened 
to be. His theory was Liberty, which he in- 
spired like poetical air from the heights of Par- 
nassus; and his practice was, the Constitution.” 
Not exactly: for when he unscrupulously sus- 
tained Pitt in suspending the Habcas Corpus, 
thus placing every Englishman under an in- 
quisitorial despotism, he showed that there 
were times when the Constitution too, in his 
estimation, should be treated as a mere abstrac- 
tion. 

‘To the honor of Canning, be it said, he was 
an eloquent advocate of the abolition of the 
slave trade, and a warm friend of Catholic 
Emancipation, although after the manner of 
Pitt he abstained from pushing this noble mea- 
sure, during the life-time of the bigoted King. 
Mr. Bell is a vigorous, discriminative writer, 
familiar with the history of the times in which 
Mr. Canning lived, with strong feelings, anda 
warm imagination. We haveseldom réad a biog- 
raphy of more commanding interest. ‘The scenes 
amid which Mr. Canning moved, the illustri- 
ous characters of whom he was a cotemporary, 
are all drawn to thelife. Political gossip, ap- 
parently digressive dissertation are made to 
minister to the illustration of the character of 
Canning, who is always kept in view as the 
chief figure onthe stage. There is nothing ab- 
stiact, dry or stagnant in the whole book. 
Every thing is kept in motion—principles are 
embodied in actors, and actors are dissected 
with a keen and polished scalpel. 

We commend this book to all our readers. 
Its reality is more deeply attractive than even 
the romance of Dumas. 

We need searcely say that there are some ex- 
ceptionable things in the work.” For example, 
we do not like to see so much stress laid upon 
party-necessity; nor does Mr. Bell do justice to 
that distinguished philanthropist, Mr. Wilber- 
force. Take the following passage, for exam- 
ple, which, were it not for the context, might 
be deemed a satirical hit at the temporizing op- 
ponents of Wilberforce. 

“The dull integrity of Wilberforce wasalways 
for going forward in and out of season; all he 
looked to was the truth and justice of the mat- 
ter; and that he thought would carry it 
against all obstacles. He had no idea of the 
low struggle of passions and interests, which 
renders the cunning use of means, even more 
essential to success, than the purity of the 
end.” 

It is precisely this “cunning use of means” 
toends which nothing but cunning can accom- 
plish, that constitutes the sum and substance of 
what is generally styled “statesmanship,”

Our friend, in reference to our paragraph

“We think we see in this proposition the 
germ of a plot we have some time suspected, 
to betray the Liberty party into the support of 
some nominal anti-slavery Whig for the Presi- 
dency.”

tial candidate! 

If we hear of any more plots in which we are 
to figure, our readers shall know all about them ; 
so that they may not be able to plead, when 
they shall have been betrayed, that they were 
not warned in time. 

Seriously, if our Honesty did not forbid 
us to have anything to do with plots or under- 
hand dealing of any kind, we feel altogether too 
little interest in the mere machinery of the 
Liberty Party, to take the trouble to plot about 
nominations. ‘Those who know us personally, 
will believe this—and those who do not, may 
believe or not, just as they please, without the 
slightest offence to us. 

Our friend further remarks—

We would have our friend travel with the Lib- 
berty “host,” just so far as he believes it goes 
right, but the moment he believes it steps aside, 
set his will dead against the will of the whole 
seventy thousand, in this particular. Certain- 
ly, we should not imagine that in so doing, he 
would be invading any right of ours. There 
is one thing more precious than all the Parties 
in the world, the Liberty Party included, 
(which by the way is the best Party now that we 
know any thing about,) and that is, a MAN—a 
self-thinking, self-acting, independent MAN, 
owing and owning allegiance to God and Truth 
alone. And, to conclude with all due solemni- 
ty—that our friend of the Patriot, and the 
plotter of the Herald may be able to arrive at 
prayer of the latter. 

Agonies of Parties, 
The two parties begin to betray symp- 
toms of the periodical agonies which precede 
Presidential nominations. Some of the jour- 
nalists are for putting off the evil day—others 
seem to think that the sooner they look the 
difficulty in the face, the better. 
The Ohio State Journal has made a demon- 
stration in favor of Judge McLean. The Cin- 
cinnati Chronicle claws off, snubs the Jour- 
nal, tells it to speak for itsclf alone, and seems 
to think that Scott, Clayton, Crittenden &c. 
should be permitted to canvass public senti- 
ment for a time. Meantime, the young Whig- 
ocracy of Ohio, fond of nicknames and songs, 
speak lovingly of “Tom Corwin, the Wagoner 
Boy.” What a glorious name for the Presiden- 
tial race-ground! How it would do in song! 
Who so fit to drive the great team of State, as 
the wagoner boy? 
The Democrats are in woeful confusion. 
Their great men are at loggerhcads, and what 
can the small men do, but follow high example? 
Van Buren opposed immediate annexation— 
Wright is suspected of being wrong—Cass and 
Allen stand aloof from the Presidency of a 
country which had not the spirit to plant its 
standard on 54 40—Polk has dismembered Or- 
egon—Calhoun, Benton and Buchanan were 
aiders and abettors. 
Alas! for our great men. The editor of the 
Cincinnati Enquirer says, writing from Port- 
land, Maine: 
“The Democrats are about as much cut up in 
their personal preferences on the Presidential 
question, as the Whigs. * * * If we desire 
success, we must cease to drag purely national 


questions, like the north-eastern boundary, the 
annexation of Texas, and the Oregon contro- 


Much, if not most of our present difficulties 
grew out of bringing the ‘Texas and Oregon 
resolutions into the Baltimore Convention that 
nominated Mr. Polk, and passing and adopting 
them among the party-watch-words.” 


Iie advises that the party unite upon the 
great questions of the Currency, the Tariff, 
and the Public Lands. How long will it take 
to settle these questious? Parties have been 
for fifty years tinkering at them, and still they 
are as far ‘rom settlement as ever. Why? Be- 
cause it is the interest of these parties, and of 


what then? The old party leaders would be 


posed to the relentless hostility.of all honest 
men. 

Messrs, Webster and McDuffie, 
The statesmanship of our most distinguished 
men, when annalysed, reselves itself too often 


rarely founded upon broad principles of Right 
and Policy, connected vitally with universal 
interest. Hence its fluctuations and inconsis- 
tencies. The peculiar circumstances of a cer- 
tain district or section change: the states- 
man representing it, changes his principles—or 
rather his policy, for he cannot besaid to pos- 
sess any principles. The rule of his life is, the 
temporary, varying demands of his immediate 
constituents. 

These remarks find a striking illustration 
in the late debate on the Revenue Bill, between 
Messrs. Webster and McDoffie. 

Mr. McDuffie quoted several resolutions pass- 
ed by a large meeting of Merchants at Boston 
in the year 1820, denouncing a Protective Ta- 
riff—a meeting at which Mr. Webster was pre- 
sent, and the proceedings of which he sustain- 
ed. Then he was found advocating the very 
doctrines he now repudiates. What was the 
Senator’s defence? He did not recollect what 
part he took in that meeting; but, admitting 
every statement made by Mr. McDuflie to be 
true, he could not see why an honest man might 
not change his opinions. The interest of New 
England at that time was commerce—and it 
was the policy of South Carolina that drove her 
to invest so much of her capital and labor in 
manufacturing enterprise: this was now her 
great interest. Her circumstances had chang- 
ed, and he had changed. 

Now, we do not complain that Mr. Webster 
should have changed his opinions, but that the 
change should have been made for such a rea- 
son as he assigns. If protection was detrimen- 
tal to the furming interest in 1820, so it is now. 
If it raised the price of goods, augmented the 
profits of the large capitalists without specially 
benefiting the laborer, in 1820, its effects now 
are the same. 

Human nature is always playing tricks upon 
itself, A man finding some calling peculiarly 





beneficial to himself, becomes all at once alive 
to its happy eflects on the community. Cer- 
tain men having embarked their capital in a 
particular form of industry, are deeply con- 
vinced that its promotion is identified with the 
general welfare. The men of New England in 
1820, having embarked their substance in com- 
merce, saw clearly that a protective tariff was 
destructive to the best interests of the farmer 
and laborer, and that free trade was the great 
law of nature—the vital interest of the whole 
country! But, in 1846, having been obliged to 
divert a large portion of their means to manu- 
factures, they have opened their eyes to the fact 
that a protective tariff is essential to the best 
interests of the farmer and the laborer, and that 
free trade is a ruinous humbug! 

Even in its hypocrisy, we may discern the 
innate nobility of human nature, It is asham- 
ed to confess to itself that selfishness is its 
ruling motive, and so deludes itself and tries to 
delude others with the illusion that its action 
is squared with reference to the general good. 

Had Mr. Webster taken the ground, that the 
meeting he attended in Bostcn in 1820, was un- 
der the guidance of wrong Principles—that 
free trade was no more the real and permanent 
interest of the whole country at that time, than 
it is now, and that he was then totally mista- 
ken in his views—nobody could: eamplain of 
him for being a Protectionist in 1846. But, when 
he discards general considerations, when he 
treats the whole question of our commercial 
policy, as if there were no unchanging Prinei- 
ples which should regulate it, as if it were to 
be determined exclusively by the particular cir- 
cumstancee, at certain times, of Boston or 
Massachusetts, we cannot in all this recognize 
either the great man or the statesman. 
Whatever we say in this respect of Mr. Web- 
ster, and the politicians of New England, is 
equally applicable to Mr. McDuffie and the 
politicians of South Carolina. Their advocacy 
of a protective tariff at one time, and their op. 
position to it at another, seem to spring from 


ces of South Carolina change, and her states- 
men change too. The former demand to-day 
the invention of minimums, and none can 
make so clear a demonstration of their justice 
asa South Carolina politician. To-morrow, 
they require the abolition of minimums, and 
none is so shocked at their gross injustice as a 
South Carolina politician. “I think,” said Mr. 
Webster, “the most powerful argument ever 
addressed to the people of the United States 
against the annexation of Texas, was from the 
Governor of South Carolina; and I think the 
greatest speech in favor of it was made by the 


Aye—when Governor McDuffie made his argu- 
ment against annexation, he feared it might 
drain South Carolina of its population, and 
rouse up a most dangerous competitor in the 
business of cotton-growing. When Senator 
McDuflie delivered his great specch in favor of 
annexation, he feared that Texas, if left inde- 
pendent, would become a non-slaveholding 
country, under the auspices of Great Britain, 
and thus affect vitally the safety of the Pecu- 
liar Institution of South Carolina! Of course, 
in both cases, general considerations were ad- 
verted to, put forth conspicuously, to conceal 
the narrow selfishness which dictated both 
demonstrations; but the veil was too transpa- 
rent. Shall we yicld to such men, the credit 
of statesmanship? If unfaltering devotion to 
N. England, or to South Carolina be statesman- 
ship, then such men are statesmen. If to deny 
that there are certain great, unchanging prin- 
ciples which should regulate commerce be- 
tween man and man, nation and nation, be 
statesmanship, then such men are statesmen. 
If to make the fluctuating demands of local, 
or sectiona!, or class interests, the standard of 
opinion and policy for an American legislator, 


men. Until all this can be shown, we must be 
permitted, while admitting the great abilities 
of Mr. Webster, Mr. McDuffie, and other poli- 
ticians of the kind, to deny that they are true 
American Statesmen. What was said of the 
celebrated English orator, Burke, may be up- 
plied to them with a slight modification:— 
they give up to classes, what was meant for 
mankind.

That the Slave Power has ruled this Union 
for the last quarter of a century, the Liberty 
men have long contended. But, it does not fol- 
low that every act of the Government, under 
its control, has therefore been wrong in princi- 
ple, or injurious in its effects.

Terrible Shipwreck, 
Extract ofa letter from Mr. F. Foster, pas- 
senger in the ship Gentoo: 
“Care Town, May 11, 1846. 

«“] have this moment arrived from L’Agal- 
las, from the wreck of ship Gentoo, and have 
buta moment to write you. The Gentoo was 
wrecked on the 29th of April,at 11 P. M., du- 
ring a heavy gale of wind. At 3 A. M, the ship 
broke up, and Mrs. Watts and two children 
were washed away. Nothing remained but the 
windlass and bowsprit, on which were 21 per- 
sons, the sea making a complete breach over 
us. They were washed off oneafter another, 
until the only remaining ones were Capt. Hol- 
lis, myself and four men. Wehung on until 9 
o’clock next morning, and were taken off by a 
whale boat from the shore. I was twice washed 
off, but was enabled to regain wreck much 
bruised, and I now suffer from a seyere blow 
in theright side. Mr. Bacon is well. I have 
no time to say more, and shall leave in the first 
vessel for St. Helena.”—Boston Post, July 
30th. 


Ship Erin Burnt at Sea.—We learn from the 
Quebec Correspondence ofthe Montreal Times 
that, “The Erin, a splendid new ship, Captain 
Conway, sailed from Liverpool on the 7th ulti- 
mo, with coals for this port. On the 7th in- 
stant, off the Bay of Islands, Capt. Conway, dis- 
covered that the coal was on fire, and in about 
three hours afterward, during which every ef- 
fort was made to extinguish it—the fire had 
burned throngh the hatches. The Captain and 
crew had just time to escape in the boats when 
she was ina blaze. They were picked up by a 
schooner and arrived here last night. The coal 
is supposed to have ignited spontaneously; it 
may be so; they were, no doubt, greatly oe 
ted coming across the Atlantic.

century, may be the grand obstacle in the way

After a struggle of nearly a century, during 
which the Slave-trade and Slavery were upheld 
by a peculiar combination of interests, and ad- 
vocated by logicians and orators, Great Britain 
at last succeeded in sweeping away every vVes- 
tige of those evils from her possessions. 

It is painful to reflect that this country, 
which boasts of its superior devotion to Human 
Rights, and claims pre-eminence in the art of 
self-government, should at this moment be 
merely on the threshold of a battle, which Eng- 
land has already fought and won. 

The miserable sophisms the republicanism of 
America now puts forth in support of Slavery, 
were exploded by the “King-ridden people” of 
Britain, as we compassionately style them, half 
a century ago. Absurditiés which would now 
excite the derision of the British public, are not 
deemed unworthy of serious argumentation in 
this country. We are as much behind our 

mother country in. respect for Natural, Perso- 
nal Rights, as she is behind us in her social and 
political institutions. ; 

These remarks have been suggested by a 
chapter in Bell’s Life of Canning, in which the 
biographer has occasion to allude to the efforts 
of this distinguished statesman against the 
slave-trade. He remarks that Slavery, at that 
time, was looked upon as a right—one of the 
rights of property. The country gentlemen 
were en masse against any interference with 
it. The commercial interest fought for it “as 
if it were_a balance of exchanges in perpetu- 
ity.” The lawyers “defended it as they would 
an entail.” The chiefs of the army and navy 
stood up for it as “they would for the honor 
of the British flag.” All the hoary-headed 
monopolies headed by the overwhelming West 
India interest, rushed to its defence, for to pros- 
trate one monopoly was to open the way for 
the overthrow of others. And then, says Mr. 
Bell, “there were many strictly Christian peo- 
ple, who, like ants, made it a solemn law to 
themselves to follow in the track vver which 
the burden of their faith was first carried, and 
who, holding the same belief that was held be- 
fore the Flood, were convinced and not to be 
put out of their conviction by any human 
means,that the slave trade (or slavery,for it was 
all one to them,) was an old Scriptural institu- 
tion; and these faithful people would as soon 
have thoaght of knocking down the parish 
churches, or putting the Archbishop of Canter- 
bury on short commons, or any other imagina- 
ble sacrifice, as of preventing a free trade in 
the blood, bones and muscles of the black-a- 
moors, as some of the funny members of the 
opposition would call them.” 

Pro-Slavery Americans now declaim about 
the “rights of property.” So pro-slavery Eng- 
lish did then; but Englishmen’ in these days 
have arrived atthe conclusion that there is 
one right prior to all the so-called rights of pro- 
perty—the right of a man to himself. The 
American People have not yet generally reach- 


ed this knowledge. 
When has the time ever been, that a popular 


evil did not take refuge in the Constitution of 
the State? Slavery, “Democracy” contends, is 
guarantied by our Constitution, and how this 
great ark of our safety could exist without it, 
is incomprehensible to them. 

So, Lord Eldon, in the great struggle in Bri- 
tain, denied that Slavery was incompatible 
with the British Constitution—“in fuct, he 
seemed to think the Constitution could not get 


on without it.” : 
Chancellor Harper of South Carolina, who 


lately advocated Slavery because it wasa won- 
derful civilizer, must be a descendant of the 
brave General Gascoigne, who declared in the 
British Parliament, that “so far from abolish- 
ing the Slave-trade, it ought to be increased; 
and that ifSlavery had never before existed in 
the world, it ought to be begun now.” 

Mr. Calhoun has descanted upon the benefi- 
cial effects of slavery in rescuing the negroes 
from a worse fate. So thought the Legislature 
of Jamaica, which announced that, as the ne- 
groes were all convicts or prisoners of war at 
home, if not bought as slaves, they must be 
put to death. And yet that very Legislature 
had just passed an act to prevent the importa- 
tion of slaves over twenty-five years of age! 
One gentlemen—“be his name immortal,” says 
Mr. Bell—Sir. W. Youne, defended slavery on 
the ground that it had produced some of the 
greatest men among the ancients. 

Of like mind is the famous Mr. Pickens of 
South Carolina, who condescendingly, in behalf 
of that remarkable State, ratified the nomina- 


tion of Mr. Polk. 
Mr. Wilberforce having stated that there 


were parts of Africa, where civilization had 
made such progress, that books were not un- 
common among the people—Books!” ex- 
claimed Mr. Dent, in the utmost alarm; 
“books! The black-a-moor have books! And 
this given too as a reason why they should not 
be exported as slaves! What produced the 
French revolution? Books! He hoped what- 
ever the House did, it would not be induced to 
stop the slave-trade, in order that the inhabi- 
tants of Africa might stay at home to be cor- 
rupted by books!” 

Our slaveholding neighbors seem to be pro- 
foundly impressed with the philosophy of Mr.

Arrival of the Hibernia, 

The steamer Hibernia arrived at Boston on 
the 3rd, bringing advices from Liverpool to the 
19th and from London to the 18th ult. 

The most important intelligence is that the 
Oregon Treaty has been duly ratified and 
signed, by Mr. McLane, and the British Secre- 
tary of State. 

Lord Aberdeen in a speech in the Honse of 
Lords, congratulated the country, on the peace- 
able settlement of the difficulty.

Lord John Russell it is 
stated, has displayed judgment as well as im- 
partiality in the composition of his Govern- 
ment, which is supposed to be stronger as a 
whole, than the one it has supplanted. 

The Cobden testimonial is filling up, and it 
is proposed to erect a monument to Peel, the 
expenses to be defrayed by penny subscription. 

The measures of the new Ministry had led 
to some discussion and opposition in Parlia- 
ment. Mr. Duncomb wished to hear from the 
Prime Minister a distinct avowal of his views 
on the leading topics of the day. s 

Lord John Russell declined this categorical 
analysis, bat while doing so, said sufficient to 
point the morale of his future career as Minis- 


ter to the prineiples of free trade, he avowed 
his unswerving attachment. Justice to Ire- 
land he would literally carry out. But with 
respect to the Established Church of that coun- 
try, the new Premier evidently thinks it im- 
prudent to meddle with. He éntered into an 
explanation respecting his celebrated finality 
speech, and showed that he had been misrepre- 
sented—that he never said he believed finality 
in politics possible. i 

This speech has not given satisfaction to the 
most extreme politicians. One of that party, 
Mr. Wakely, plainly intimated that he could 
see no difference between Russell and Peel, and 
the fact is, as a member from Finnsbury stated 
it. His views on the sugar dutics, on the Mon- 
day after steamer left, would test the strength 
of the Ministry. 

Nothing of moment from the Continent. 

Mr. Donaldson our Charge to Russia had ar- 
rived at Berlin July LOth. 

The markets on the whole are not discour- 
aging. On the 17th there was a fair demand 
for good fresh wheat, chiefly American. Uni- 
ted States and Canadian flour continued to be 
taken freely, and superior brands commanded 
extensive sales. The finer descriptions com- 
manded the extreme rates of the current quo- 
tations. Indian corn and corn meal have re- 
ceded in value. 

United States sweet Flour, free, 24sbd to 26s 
td—United States red Wheat Gs6d to 7sld. 

Commercial business on the whole is in a 
more active and settled state than it has been 
for some time past, 

The manufacturing districts are busy and 
confidence prevails. ‘The accounts from Lan- 
eastershire and Yorkshire, show that the new 
commercial policy has given a stimulant to 
trade, although had it been adopted earlier, 
the result would have been better. 

‘The season continues all that the most fas- 
tidious could desire. The crops are in splen- 
did condition, and one of the earliest and most 
productive harvests on record is nearly ripe for 
the sickle. 

The American provision market as regards 
beef has been in a quiet state with drooping 
prices. The inferior sorts have given way to 
the greatest extent. The better kinds have 
been tolerably firm. 

The demand for pork has been limited, and 
the prices have receded a trifle. ‘The market 
is bare of fine cheese, which Gould “secure a 
good return. Inferior qualities go off heavily 
at lower rates. 

The Corn trade is ina lethargic state, owing 
to the large quantities which were released 
from bond, a fortnight ago at the low duty, and 
which has more or less affected the markets 
since the prospects of the impending harvest 
to have had a tendency to send prices down, 
and depress speculation. 

The finer descriptions of American flour 
command the extreme rates of the current quo- 
tations. 

The continental markets have been rather 
firmer, in consequence of the passage of our 
corn bill. That measure must in the nature 
of things have a tendency to produce a regular 
and of course, as regards prices, a tolerably 
uniform demand.

Cincinnati Historical Socicty. 

We learn that this institution is laboring 
with much industry in the good work of col- 
lecting printed and manuscript accounts of 
carly adventure, discovery, and settlement, in 
the West and the Mississippi Valley. Several 
hundred published volumes have been col 
lected within the past year, many of them very 
rare and of difficult obtainment, and the inde- 
fatigable librarian, Mr. Randall, is ‘on the 
track” after a goodly number more. The ar- 
chives of the Society are already rich in his- 
toric lore, and in the course of a few years will 
be particularly so. It is in contemplation, so 
soon as the state of the finances of the associa- 
t'on will permit, to publish a regular series of 
works on Western History, and a number of 
pens are now busy both in compilation and ori- 
ginal composition. Three manuscripts, in- 
deed, are even now nearly ready for the Soci- 
ety, Which # is desirous of publishing so soon 
as its pecuniary ability is equal to the task. 

Ist. Reminiscences of the Miami Valley, by 
James McBripe, of Butler county. Mr. M.has 
been for several years collecting facts in rela- 
tion to the early history of this interesting 
region, Which he is now arranging and embody- 
ing, With the intention of communicating them 
to the Society at an early day. 

A History of the Settlements in the Ohio 
Company’s Purchase, confined chiefly to Wash- 
ington County; by S. P. Hi-oreru, of Marietta.

ready to communicate to the Society the first 
volume of it, comprising some 300 pages.

Gist; the occupation by the French of the point 
of land at the junction of the Allegheny and 
Monongahela rivers; Dunmore’s Campaign, and 
landing at the Mouth of the Big Hocking; 
Transactions with the Indian tribes during the 
Revolution, at Fort Pitt, under Col. George 
Morgan, (taken from his manuscripts, and 
never yet published;) the ceding of the Terri- 
tory north.west of the Ohio by Connecticut 
and Virginia, with original records of Indian 
depredations down to the period of the landing 
of the Ohio Company’s agents at Marietta, in 
April, 1788; a Journal! of Gen’!. Buell, who was 
a Seargent in Harmer’s Regiment, detailing 
events at ort M’Intosh, Fort Harmer, and Post. 
Vincennes, from the year 1786 to 1788; a his- 
tory of the Ohio Company, and their transac- 
tions down to 1796, copied from the Original 
Journal, with a detailed account of the early 
settlement of Marietta, Belpre and Waterford; 
the whole closing with the termination of the 
Territorial Government. Before communica- 
ting this volume to the Society, Dr. Hildreth 
intends to add a chapter on the Climate and 
Natural Productions of the Valley of the Ohio, 
when first occupied by the whites. A subse- 
quent volume, nearly equal in size to this, will 
contain Biographical Sketches of all the more 
active and prominent men of the State. Upon 
these sketches Dr. H. is now engaged, and 
when completed it is his intention to present 
them also to the Cincinnati Historical Society. 

3d. Manuscripts Relating to the Indians of 
Ohio Valley, collected by Fruix Renick, of Ross 
county.

A build- 
in for its uses is therefore imperiously de- 
manded, and we hope one may soon be erected. 
The active members, though very few of them 
have much pecuniary ability, offer to subscribe 
liberally, and some of the officers propose to 
give $200 to $300 each, towards the erection 
of a Historical Hall, so soon as a suitable lot 
for such a building shall have been obtained. 

Who is there, now, among our owners of real 
estate, with good sense, patriotism and liberali- 
ty, enough to step forward and donate such a 
lot, in whole or in part?) A name could not be 
more honorably associated in, our city, than 
with such an act. No oye can deny the impor- 
tance of such an institution as this Historical 
Society; and we know enough of its leading 
members, to convince us that its objects will 
be industriously and vigorously‘prosecuted.— 
What has been done during the past year, is of 
itself, indeed, enough to show that the right 
kind of men have hold of its direction. Their 
time, means and opportunities considered, they 
have achieved wonders. But just now, we un- 
derstand, their exertions are paralysed, through 
the want of a building in which to deposit, 
arrange and display, the results of their labors. 
This ought to be remedied, and we trust will 
he so speedily.

The Kiver and Harbor Bill—The Ve- 
to—Double-Dealing Again, 

We ask the attention of our readers to a por- 
ticn of the debate published on our 3rd page, 
on the veto by the President of the River and 
Harbor Bill. This act has created much ex- 
citement in the Democratic ranks. The 
Southern Democracy, the ruling section of the 
Party, is exultant. ‘The Western Democracy, 
the subject section, is indignant. Mr. Wilmot 
said, that Mr. Polk had proved himself “a man 
of nerve—this was a Jackson veto in its tone 
and character.” Mr. Holmes was in raptures. 
‘The Democracy “had done gloriously. ‘They 
had given the country such a President as the 
world had never scen, nor ever would see again 
probably.” Mr.‘Tibbatts denied that it was a 
“Jackson veto.” “When or where had Gen. 
Jackson taken a position such as was contained 
in this document?” The veto was further de- 
nounced by Messrs. Douglass, Wentworth and 
other Democratic members. 

The Washington Union, in its usual grandil- 
oquent style, comes to the rescue of the Presi- 
dent, and crowns him with glory for putting 
his veto upon such an aggression of the Consti- 
tution. “Of the forty odd appropriations it 
contains,” says the Washington Union,” there 
are fourteen new ones—entirely new to the 
system.” 

Now, what has been the course of the Presi- 
dent upon this subject? That of a double- 
dealer—it is the Oregon treachery re-enacted in 
new form. He and the Southern wing of the 
Democracy have again cheated their Northern 
and Western allies. We shall lay the evi- 
dence in support of this charge, before our 
readers, while we specially ask the attention 
of our Democratie friends, 

The annual value of the Lake Commerce is 
estimated in the official reports transmitted to 
Congress by the President at one hundred mil- 
lions of dollars. ‘The annual value of the com- 
merce of the Western rivers is estimated, on ofti- 
cial data, at about the same amount. The Lake 
and River Commerce of the country is there- 
fore, to say the least, equal in value to the com- 
merce of the nation, strictly denominated For 
eign. Withal,a large proportion of it is cari 
ried on with foreign countries. 

The right and duty of Congress to provide 
for the regulation and protection of our foreign 
commerce, by the equipment of a sufficient 
navy, by the improvement of the Atlantic sea- 
board, the construction of light-houses, &c., 
have already been acknowledged. No man, 
but a slavecholding abstractionist, who sees 
nothing except through the medium of slavery, 
would deny the existence of the same right 
and duty in relation to the immense commerce 
on the lakes and the inland seas, as Mr. Cal- 
houn terms the great rivers of the West. 


Of the absolute necessity of attending to 
this duty, no one can doubt, who remembers 
the terrible loss of life and property constantly 
resulting on lake and river, from obstructions, 
which nothing but the strong arm of the Gen- 
eral Government can remove, and for want of 
improvements which nothing but the same 
agency can provide. 

That the duty of rendering the Lake and 
Mississippi commerce, safe, should be exe- 
cuted with a rigid regard to economy, all 
will admit. And what duty of the General 
Government should be performed otherwise? 
It would be an abuse of its power to undertake 
works of a merely local character, or to make 
appropriations for every petty improvement 
that might be desired. Where the limit should 
be drawn, must be left to a sound discretion. 
There is no Constitutional clause or provision 
that can settle that question exactly. But, as 
a general rule, undoubtedly all improvements 
of these natural highways, in which several 
States are interested, and to which Individ- 
ual or State enterprise is inadequate, properly 
devolve upon the General Government. 

The appropriations hitherto made by Con- 
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vr lake improvement have been desthe 
most economical scale, little more than wa 
and a half millions of dollars having been e% 
pended since the year 1824,—a period of ® 
years—a sum not much larger than that votel. 
by this Congress for the payment of Louisiant 
volunteers called into service by the unauthor 
ized requisition of General Gaines, and wip 
merely put on their uniform to put it off again 
The River and Harbor bill was vetoed last 
year; and the sum total of the appropriations 
made for the improvement of a great highway 
on which is annually embarked a commerge 
worth $100,000,000 was precisely $15,000! 
Having the whole subject now before us, Iét 
us see what the course of Mr. Polk has been jn 
relation to it.

The River and Harbor Bill-the V 

Double Dealing.

We closed our last article witiPa quotation 
from the message of the Presidentgin whichhe 
refers Congress to the report of the Secretary 
of War for: “information” concerning several 
important matters, including, “the conditier” § 
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the same time, “to the suggestion contained in 
that reportin relation to these prominent obj ects of 
national interest.” As all this was done with- 
out qualification or restriction, the fair infer- 
ence is, that the President was himself in 
favor of these “suggestions.” Official docu- 
ments emanating from the Cabinet of the Chief 
Executive, and to which special attention is 
directed by his message, must be supposed to 
have his sanction. ‘Would he commend to the 
favorable attention of Congress, official sugges- 


he either did this, in the passage above referred 
to, and thus virtually violated his oath of of, 
fice, orhe was believed in the constitutionality 
and expediency of the “suggestions” of the Sec- 
retary of War. 

What then were these suggestions, so far as 
“the condition of the Public Works” was cofi- 


cerned? 
After introducing in terms of high commen 


dation the report fiom the chief of the corps of 
Topographical remarking 
that the objects brought in view in that report, 
though not of an exclusively military charac- 
ter, areall regarded “as directly connected with, 
and essential to, our external and internal com- 


Engineers, and 


merce,” the Secretary proceeds, as follows— 

“The lakes were almost entirely destitute of 
natural harbors. Navigation upon them was 
exposed to imminent perils,and not unfrequent- 
ly attended with frightful loss of life and prop- 
erty. With the settlement and growth of the 
Western country, the commerce upon these 
inland seas has rapidly increased, and its esti- 
mated annual amount now exceeds in value 
the entire exports of the products and manu- 
factures of the United States to all foreign 
countries. An interest of this magnitude, dai- 

ly augmenting, in wh'ch so many States and 
so large a portion of our citizens participated, 
naturally commanded the attention of Congress 
and properly received its fostering care. Safe 
harbours were much needed, and a system of 
improvements, with a view to provide them, 
was commenced in 1824. The total amount ex- 
pended upon these harbors is $2,861,984, The 
objects to which these appropriations have 
been applied, and the amounts of them from 
1824 to the present time, are specified 
in the annexed report, together with an es- 
timate of the further sums required for the 
ensuing fiscal year. ‘The works, so far as 
they have been proseented, give abundant as 
surance that the anticipated advantages will in 
the end be realized to the fullest extent. It 
may be proper to remark, that these improve- 
ments are not without benefit in a military 
point of view. Should it ever become necessa- 
ry to have a naval force upon these lakes, the 
numerous and commodious harbors thus provi- 
ded by the aid of the government will contrib- 
ute to its safety, and successful operations. Be- 
sides, there are now employed in the commerce 
of these lakes a great number of large sized and 
stoutly built steamers, which would not have 
been placed there by individual enterprise, but 
for the safety and accommodation afforded by 
these harbors. In case of a public emergency, 
these steamers can be expeditiously converted 
into effective vessels of war, and rendered sub- 
servient to military operations. Nor are the 
economy and facility of transporting troops, 
munitions of war, and supplies, to be overlook- 
ed in-estimating the public advantages of the 
lake improvements. It is also said that our best 
seamen are those who have been trained in the 
navigation of our lakes. 

“The number of lake harbor improvements 
authorized by law is twenty-six. Good harbors 
have been made where none existed before,and 
the expenses of construction have not, in the 
whole, exceeded the estimates prospectively 
presented. These results give assurance that 
the plans were judiciously conceived, and the 
work economically and skilfully executed. 

“The public usefulness of these improve-, 
ments will be better appreciated, when it is 
coneidered that by means of them a most dan- 
gerous navigation has been rendered compara- 
tively safe, a large shipping interest has been 
created upon our lakes, and facilities and shel- 
ter afforded to a commerce-now estimated at a 
hundred millions of dollars annually, and in- 
creasing with surprising rapidity, in which six 
States are directly, and all sections of the coun- 
try incidently interested. 

“Nor is it scarcely less important in a com- 
mercial or military point of view that the 
helping hand of improvement should be exten- 
ded to the natural avenues for conveying the 
abundant productions of the west to the Gulf 
of Mexico and the Atlantic coast—the Ohio 
and the Mississippi on the one side, and the 
Hudson river on the other. The progress of 
the work on the two former rivers, having for 
its main object the removal of obstructions, has 
been, in a measure, suspended during the past 
season; means not having been provided at the 
last session of Congress for that purpose. Look- 
ing to the vast interests subverted by this im- 
provement, and to its unquestionable publi¢ 
character, scarcely a doubt is entertained that 
it will be resumed;—estimates for its further 
prosecution are therefore submitted in the ac- 
companying report of the chief of the corps of 
topographical engineers. In the same report 
will also be found an elaborate and interesting 
exposition of the present condition of the Hud- 
son river; of its importance in regard to com- 
merce and to military movements, as one of 
the main avenues of communication from the 
Western States to the sea-board; and the chan: 
nel through which a considerable portion of the 
trade between these States and the Atlantie 
must necessarily pass; of the difficultics which 
now embarrass its navigation in the vicinity of 
Albany; of the success of former expenditures, 
and the plans and probable cost of further im- 
provements, called for by so many and such 
important public considerations. ‘That part of 
the report which brings into view the Missouri, 
the Arkansas, the Red River, and the harbor at 
St. Louis, exposed to injury by a tendency toa 
change in the current of the Mississippi at that 
place, deserves serious consideration. Recent 
events, and the opening scenes in the south- 
west, have given increased importance to the 
navigation of the Arkansas and Red Rivers,— 
They open direct communications with an ex- 
tensive frontier, which requires to be guarded 
by military posts. ‘The improvement of these 
rivers, on this account, as well as from consid- 
erations of a more general character, is embra- 
ced among the public works presented by the 
Topographical Bureau for the patronage of 
Congress. 

“All the estimates of that bureau are confin- 
ed to objects upon which the opinions of Con- 
gress have been expressed, and upon some of 
them in repeated instances.” 


“All the estimates” of the Topographical 
Bureau are thus directly sanctioned by the Ex- 
ecutive Department, and the policy of improve 
ments in the harbors and rivers is officially and 
solemnly recognized. In accordance with these 
estimates, the bill, appropriating monies to carry 
into effect thia policy of the Administration, 
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ant to the views of the Chief Executive.

; a There are some slight differences, which 


we shail now notice. 

Fourteen items have been added by Congress, 
contemplating in the aggregate an expenditure 
of $224,650, 

‘Thirteen items specified in the estimates of 
the Government, contemplating an expenditure 
in the aggregate of $168,664, have been omit- 
ted in the bill framed by Congress. 

For certain items named by the Topograph- 
ical Bureau, the bill appropriates in the aggre- 
gate, $65,265 less than the estimates; and .cer- 
tain other specified items, $143,000 more, than 
the estimates. 

The total amount of the estimates furnished 
by the Government is $1,267,879; while the 
total amount of the appropriations in the_ bill, 
is $1,393,650—only $125,570 more than the es- 
timates. 

Substantially, then, the bill was what the es- 
timates required. The differences we have 
noticed were too slight to affect its essential 
character. Besides, Mr. Brinkerhoff demonstra- 
ted in his speech that most of the items added 
in the bill, had been repeatedly sanctioned by 
former administrations, including those of Gen- 
eral Jackson and Mr, Van Buren. 

For one, we shall not deny, that a few of the 
items are not in keeping with the general char- 
adter of the bill; do not fall within the scope 
of policy it was designed to effectuate. Let 
Congress receive its full share of censure for 
this. Such items ought to have been disal- 
lowed. The whole system of “log-rolling” in 
that body, we detest as sincerely as any body. 
But, these items were unimportant; the expen- 
ditures they demanded, insignificant. The 
bill, as a whole, was what the Government it- 
self had sanctioned in advance, by furnishing 
the estimates on which it was framed. It pro- 
vided for works essential to the safety of an im- 
mense external and internal Commerce; it made 
appropriations, necessary to prevent the utter 
loss of appropriations already made, the ruin 
of improvements already commenced. The 
constitutional standard for such bills, is not 
fo exactly determined, that it could be applied 
is d precise test in the case of every item. It 
was not one of those clear cases, of aggression 
upon the Constitution, in which the Executive 
Power is called upon to interpose, There was 
at least as much doubt about the Constitution- 
alfty of the act of the Executive in marching 
the American troops upon the Rio Grande, and 
precipitating a war with Mexico, thus involv- 
ing a National expenditure of sixty mil- 
lion dollars, as about the Constitutionality of 
an appropriation of $20,000 for improvements 
at Havre de Grace; and the Constitutionality 
of an appropriation of $60,000 for removing 
obstructions at the St. Clair Flats, was certain- 
ly no more questionable than that of voting 
half a million of dollars to pay volunteers for 
obeying an unauthorized requisition of Gener- 
al Gaines! 

No one can doubt the truth of Mr. Brinker- 
hoff’s remarks, that, had Congress insisted upon 
passing the bill, before acting upon the Tariff, 
the President would have waved his constitu- 
tional scruples. The bill then could have re- 
ccived his sanction. Some of the Democratic 
members who still remembered the Punic faith 
of their Southern allies in pushing through 
Texas first,and dismembering Oregon after- 
wards, were anxious to guard against another 
similar act of treachery. They saw no reason 
why the River and Harbor bill which had been 
before Congress since its commencement, and 
had already been long enough deliberated up- 
on, should not pass, before taking up a new bill, 
reported ata much later date. But, they were 
.over-ruled. The servant is not above his mas- 
ter. “We, first, and you, afterwards,” is the 
language of the slaveholders in all such cases. 
They compelled their Western allies to give 
the River and Harbor bill the go-by; forced the 
Tariff bill through Congress, and obtained the 
sanction of the President; and then passed the 
River and Harbor bill, so as to give the Presi- 
dent an opportunity, without hazard, to put his 
veto upon it. 

What makes the treachery still more palpa- 
ble and offensive is the fact, that the day before 
the passage of the Tariff bill by the Senate, 
while it was yet hanging in. uncertainty, and 
one vote would turn the scale either way, a 
communication appeared in the Washington 
Union, the government organ, in favor of the 
Harbor Bill, and eulogizing a Western Senator 
for his support of it—the communication being 
prefaced by a short editorial, commending it, 
and sympathizing with its views. But, the 
day after the passage of the Tariff bill, appeared 
ip the same paper an editorial, explaining that 
the said communication and prefatory remarks 
had been inserted without the knowledge or 
sanction of the editor! Every honest mina 
must be shocked by such conduct. 

Bat, the Tariff was thus passed by the aid of 
votes which would scarcely have been given to 
it, had Congress been apprised of the design of 
the Executive; and then, as we have said, the 
River and Harbor bill was passed, by decisive 
majorities in both Houses, and the President 
veloed it—vetoed it on two grounds:—it con- 
tained appropriations for a few objects which 
the President could hardly think within the 
scope of the constitution—and ‘it would ab- 
stract monies from the Treasury, required for 
the prosecution of the war with Mexico—a 
war, be it remembered, precipitated by his 
own aggressive acts, and growing out of the 
annexation of Texas, a measure expressly de- 
signed toextend and consolidate the empire of 
slavery! 

And yet in view of all these facts, which de- 
monstrate the deep hostility of the Adminis- 
tration to the interests of the non-slaveholding 
portion of this Union, and its exclusive regard 
for slavery-interests,and fasten upon it the guilt 
of a duplicity which would disgrace the worst 
Government in Europe, Democratic organs 
in this State, have the hardihood to justify the 
veto, and claim for its author the most exalted 
motives! 

Do they really imagine that the people of the 
free States can be cheated by this infamous 
policy? Let them beware. They may cringe, 
and fawn, and suppress the truth, but in trying 
to make the Democracy responsible for the poli- 
cy of this double-dealing President, they are 
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fastening a imill-stone about its neck, which 
will sink it to perdition. - 

We cannot do better than close-this arti- 
cle by an extract from an editorial in the Ohio 
Statesman, the central organ of the Democracy 
of Ohio, which has been honest enough to de- 
nounce the President once before for his dupli- 
city. Speaking of this veto message he says: 
The message in which the President supports 
his views, is a shallow performance, vulgar in its 
language, ridiculous for its false logic, and paltry 
asthe treatment of a thesis by some hair-split- 
ting and wire drawing schoolman of the middle 
ages, who thought himselfa great man, because, 
like all small characters, he had mistaken eun- 
ning for wisdom. It is, however,quite worthy the 
man whose imbecility has been so unhapily display- 
ed in his action on the Oregon question--first ut- 
tering boasts of th2 loudest kind, and then sneak- 
ing off to cover when the enemy’s bay was faintly 
heard in the distance. There isa remarkable 
similarity in the President’s conduct on these two 
subjects. As he mouthed and raved about our 
“clear and unquestionable” right to the whole of 
Oregon, like unto one of Nat Lee’s Bedlamite he- 
roes,—-for we can only call it mouthing and rav- 
ing, when the bathos of the treaty is known to us, 
however muchit pleased us at the time of its ut- 
terance, because we believed it to be the warm 
language of earnestness and sincerity,--so has he 
now vetoed a bill substantially recommended by 
himself,through the report of the Secretary of War, 
a high officer of his cabinet. It is true that the 
defence has been set up for him, that the Secreta- 
ry, though reported through the President, really 
reports toCongress. Granted—but this does not 
in the slightest degree alter the case. It has al- 
ways been cunsidered—-at least it was in those 
days when it was thought that some degree of 
profound statesmanship was necessary in govern- 
ing a great nation--that a cabinet should support 
one uniform policy, as speaking the sentiments of 
the party whose principles it was appointed to aid 
in carrying out. Whoever heard of a high cabinet 
officer recommending to Congress, through the 
President,a course of action directly contrary to 
that of the President himsel!, and actually accom- 
panied with the proper estimates as to the cost of 
carrying it out— whoever heard of any thing of the 
kind, we ask, before these davs of deception and 
palpable fraud?) What President, with a decent 
portion of self respect, ever practised such small 
intrigue? It is new in the history of our country, 
and no doubt found its origin and motive inthe 
desire to deceive soine members of Congress into 
the support of measures which the executive fear- 
ed might not otherwise prove successful.— As the 
great words about Oregon were followed by the 
smallest possible actions, and were intended only 
to gull honest men, so was the course cf the Presi- 
dent on the subject of improving harbors and riv- 
ers favorable, only with the design of gaining votes 
for the new tariff bill, the administration not hav- 
ing faith enough to believe that one rigiteous 
measure could stand without practising a little 
falsehood on another. We most earnestly hope, 
that the day is notcoming, when every true dem- 
ocrat will have, in bitterness of heart, to ask par- 
don of God and man for having aided in elevating 
to power, men who mistake treachery for good 
conduct, and paltry shifts for great statesmanship. 


- From the American Republican. 
Congress, 

August 3.—The business of the Senate 
proved of but little interest. 

House.—The President’s Veto of the Harbor 
and River bill was here received and read. 

His predecessor had vetoed a bill of this na- 
tyre and given his reason for so doing. He 
would add but few of his own. 

The power proposed to be used by Congress 
in this case was unconstitutional and inexpe- 
dient. He aigued the case at length and re- 
counted the evils to result from the indulgence 
of the principles in the bill. Aside from con- 
stitutional objections, there were others. ‘The 
bill appropriates between 1 and $2,000,000. 
We want the money tocarry on the war. 

The Speaker put the question: Shall this bill 
become a law, the President’s objections not- 
Withstanding. 

Mr. Boyd moved the previous question—de- 
cided by tellers, and not seconded—yeas 82, 
nays 105, 

Mr. Dromgoole cited Washinton’s veto for a 
precedent, and moved the House proceed to- 
morrow to reconsider the bill. 

Mr. Douglass discussed the subject and ap- 
proved the general principles laid down by the 
President, but not his distinction between salt 
and fresh water. 

Mr. Thompson, of Penn., disapproved of and 
denounced the Veto and its doctrines. He asked 
Mr. McClelland and Mr. Constable if they had 
not conversed with the President on the items 
of the bill,and if he did not give them to under- 
stand, before the Tariff bill had been passed by 
Congress, that all would be right in regard to 
the River and Harbor bill. If Mr. Polk intend- 
ed to veto sucha bill, why did he allow his 
friends to frame it without telling them what 
he could approve, and what he could not? Why 
did his Secretary recommend all these improve- 
ments? He condemned such duplicity. 

Mr. Wilmot sustained the President, and con- 
demned the bill, which he said was passed by 
logrolling. 

Mr. Broadhead sustained the veto, not for 
the reasons in it, but because there would be, 
now that the Tariff had been repealed, no 
money in the Treasury to make improvements. 

Mr. Holmes of S. C. made a party speech in 
support of the veto and cited the Baltimore 
Convention ironically in support of his creed on 
this subject. 

Mr. Tibbatts condemned the veto, and cited 
Mr. Polk’s annual message as proof of his in- 
consistency. 

Mr. Brinkerhoff, of Ohio, was satisfied that 
if the vote on the Tariff bill had been post- 
poned one week, then the Harbor bill would 
have become a law. If he could decide it, it 
should become a Jaw, notwithstanding the ob- 
jections of the president. 

Mr. Rhett of S.C. sustained the veto, and 
maintained, in opposition to Mr. Tibbatts and 
Mr. Brinkerhoff, that the recommendations 
made by the Secretaries were not necessarily 
in accordance with the views of the President, 
as those gentlemen had maintained that the 
President had endorsed the recommendations 
of the Secretary of War because he had trans- 
mitted his report to Congress. When he con- 
cluded. 

Mr. Bayley, of Va., obtained the floor, and 

The House adjourned at 31-4 P. M. 

August 4.—In the Senate, the Civil and Di- 
plomatic appropriation bill was under discus- 
sion, 

In the House, the veto was again debated. 
Mr. Bayley of Virginia made a speech in sup- 
portof it. The previous question was then or- 
dered, and the House brought to a vote on the 
question, “shall the bill become a law,the veto of 
the President to the contrary notwithstanding?” 
The bill stood, yas 95, nays 91. Thus the 
veto triumphs, two-thirds being required to pass 
a vetoed bill. It will be perceived that only 
186 out of 223 members voted. The dodgers 
were afraid, we presume, to oppose the Presi- 
dent. 

The French Spoliation bill passed the House 
by a vote of 94 to 87. So, that long deferred act 
of justice is done, unless the President should 
find it irreconcilable with his Southern com- 
merce to sanction it. 

Aug. 5.—In the Senate, the bill to remit duo- 
ties on rail-road iron in certain cases, was pas- 
sed; as was also the bill to enable the people 
of Wisconsin to form a State Constitution. 
The Civil and Diplomatic Appropriation bill 
after numerous amendiments, was passed. The 
Senate then went into executive session, and so 
continued to a late hour. 

TaAhe House the land graduation bill from 
the’Sifate was laid upon the table by a vote of 
104°to 79. The sub-treasury bill with the 
Senate amendments, was concurred in, and 
passed. The Senate bill to remit the duties 
on rail-road iron was laid on the table. The 
next bill taken up was the naval appropriation 
bill with the Senate amendments, but there 
being no quorum, the House adjourned. 

August 6th.—Mr. Webster in the Senate, read 
the Law, showing that the duties under the 
new Tariff were to be imposed on the foreign 
valuation.

A bill them passed for the relief of the heirs 
of Robert Fulton. 

Tn the Honse, the Message of the President 
about Oregon was ordered to be printed, and 
Mr. Douglass by unanimous consent, intro- 
duced a bill for the establishment of a territo- 
rial government. The friends of Mr. Polk in 
the House are evidently desirous of precluding 
all discussion about the policy of the President. 
Mr. Thompson, from the minority of the 
Committee reported an amendment to the bill to 
prohibit slavery in the territory, The whole 
matter was then referred to the Committee of 
the Whole on the state of the Union. 

This bill was subsequently taken up, and di- 
vers speeches of all shades and sizes, made in 
connection with it. 

A variety of amendments were adopted.— 
Among them was one limiting the amount of 
inileage of the Oregon delegate to $2,000 per 
session. 

Slavery in the territory was forever prohibi- 
ted. 
The existing laws of the territory, not incon- 
sistent with the laws of Congress, or the con- 
stitution of the U.S., were confirmed. 

Mr. Winthrop proposed an amendment, giv- 
ing wu township of land in Oregon to Margaret 
Gray, widow of Capt. Gray, and it was only 
rejected by a majority of 4—ayes 83, noes 87. 
The bill was passed. 

A bill to carry into effect the convention 
with Peru of 1841 was taken up. 

The bill was finally reported to the House, 
ordercd to be engrossed, and the bill was passed. 





From South America, 

We learn from the New York Sun, whieh has 
just received files of papers from Montevideo 
to the 15th of June, by the bark Creole, that 
arrived last Friday at Baltimore, that the com- 
mercial fleet, numbering nearly one hundred 
vessels of all nations, which, under the auspices 
of the blockading squadrons of England and 
France, had been trading for some months in 
the interior of the Argentine Republic, in con- 
travention of its rights, sueceeded on the 4th of 
June in passing out of the river, by Fort San 
Lorenzo, with very little damage. A spirited 


fire was kept up for eight hours, but without 
effect. 





Correspondence of the Morning Herald. 

Dear Sir:—Knowing that you feel a deep in- 
terest in the fate of the Randolph Negroes, I 
presumea brief statement of their reception, 
and treatment in this county will not be whol 
ly unacceptable. After being driven from Mcr- 
cer county by the Dutch and Whiskey, led on 
by the Lawyers of St. Mary’s, they encamped 
at Piqua, and awaited the arrival of Judge 
Leigh, who, when he came, visited the colored 
settlement on the Loramie, in this county, and 
purchased lands to locate them. The Judge 
came to Sidney, our county seat, on Saturday 
the 11th inst. and no opposition was manifest- 
ed till the following Thursday, after he had 
closed his arrangeinents, and returned to Piqua 
to bring on the people. When he landed in 
Sidney on Friday morning, he received a veto 
message from Rev. W. B. Spencer, Judge P. G. 
Goode, James Blair, Hugh Thompson, and from 
others protesting against their settlement in 
this county. The Judge being unacquainted 
with the character of our people concluded in- 
stantly to abandon his enterprise, stating that 
“it would be useless to attempt to settle them 
ina community where the Judges and Minis- 
ters rise up in opposition,” and gave orders to 
get ready to return to Virginia. Two hours 
were consumed in getting ready, during which 
time a few friends were busy in learning the 
opinions and feelings of the people, and from 
that it was only a small minority that was in 
favor of driving the poor creatures off. It was 
not till after they had re-embarked that the 
Judge yielded to the urgent entreaties of Dr. 
Mason and others, who desired him not to leave 
Without obtaining an expression of a public 
meeting. Much praise is due Messrs. Mann, 
Cummins, McElroy, Leckey, the Rodgers, the 
Careys, and several others for their efforts on 
behalf of the colored people. Upon “sober se- 
cond thought,” re-action took place so fast that 
by night a meeting was d d unn Ty. 
Mrssrs. Gocde, Spence and Thompson had re- 
linquished their opposition, and it was then the 
general opinion, that their settlement could be 
accomplished without serious difficulty, and 
the next morning nearly half the negroes were 
moved out to the lands without molestation, 
and spent the Sabbath in religious exercises.— 
The balance of them were taken out on Mon- 
day. Butin the meantime, the opposition had 
taken a new turn, and about one hundred men 
assembled around the negro camp, and riotous- 
ly commanded the Judge to take the negroes 
out of the county. This intimidated him, and 
fearing that the property of his people would 
be destroyed by their opponents if left in oppo- 
sition to their will, he again determined to 
abandon the enterprise, and returned to Sidney. 
A public meeting was called that night at the 
Court House which was full, and without a dis- 
senting voice, passed resolutions recognizing 
their right to settle,—rebuking the exhibition 
of mob spirit, and pledging themselves to turn 
out if called on to sustain the laws and protect 
the negroes. The next day, several of our best 
and wealthy citizens offered to take charge of 
the negroes and settle them, but Judge Leigh 
was unwilling to risk the experiment, although 
we believed confidently, that it could be done 
without any injury being done to any one.— 
He preferred to take them back to Virginia, 
and either ship them to the Island of Trinidad 
or to Liberia. But we were not willing to have 
them run so hazardous a risk as cither of these 
alternatives, and used all thonorable means 
to retain them along the Miami. Good places 
were obtained for about 150, which was all the 
Judge was willing to leave here, and the bal- 
ance were scattered at Piquaand Troy, witha 
few at Dayton. 

Ihave aimed at giving you the naked facts, 
and will add a few comments. It is generally 
believed here, that no effectual opposition 
would have been arrayed in this county, if the 

entlemen who signed the “Protest” in the 
a) place had have taken a different stand, for 
that class who could under any circumstances 
be induced to engage in a mob, is very small 
here, and if all the good men among us were to 
speak out, it would frown them down at once. 
But when encouraged by, or acting in accord- 
ance with the opinions of Judges and Preach- 
ers,a different aspect is at once presented.— 
The gentlemen referred to are all good men 
and Christians, and undoubtedly were endeav- 
oring to promote the general good, for they be- 
lieved the settlement of those blacks here would 
tend to corrupt the morals, and depreciate the 
property of our county. Upon thése points we 
differ in opinion, and besides that I do not be- 
lieve that we should allow dollars and cents to 
influence our action, in cases where moral and 
legal Ricnrs are at stake. Mr. Blair was the 
only one among their number who persisted in 
opposition. He was among the most active in 
the boisterous assembly on Monday. 

Politics too had considerable to do in the de- 
cision, and hence the blame falls upon the 
Democrats. Their leaders were very active 
during the “war,” which undoubtedly arose 
from the fact that the men who were to be 
brought out are Democrats with one or two ex- 
ceptions, and the settlement of the blacks there 
would probably keep out quite a number of that 
class of Germans that the Democrats are par- 
tial to, especially in a county like Shelby, in 
which the parties are so nearly balanced that 
neither claims over. 25 majority. Justice to 
the Whigs perhaps requires the acknowledg- 
ment that almost all who rallied in support of 
the blacks, belong to that party, but the ene- 
‘mies were not all Democrats. This case proves 
conclusively, what we have sometimes known, 
that those brawling politicians who prate so 
much about the rights of the dear people, and 
particularly the poor and oppressed, care noth- 
ing about anything but their votes; and it also 
proves that the numerous class among us who 
daily boast that they are much better friends to 
the blacks than the Abolitionists are, often pos- 
sess more hypocrisy than sincerity, for when 
placed in situations calling for an exhibition of 
their philanthropy, they are found wanting.— 
Such was the case here, and many of those who 
opposed them are men who have always been 
i in this respect; and on the other

hand many were found friends in time of need, 
who formerly had made no such proclamations. 
The Liberty men here are few in number, and 
did not take so active a part as they otherwise 
would have done; for Judge Leigh requested us 
not to participate for he had been told by some 
of our would-be-wise and liberal ones that our 
assistance would render his object unpopular! 
But the result showed that when he was sur- 
rounded by opponents and blockaded with diffi- 
culties, others were afraid of injuring their 
popularity, and nothing would have been done 
had not Dr. Mann come to the rescue, regard- 
less of everything but a sense of ‘duty. He de- 
voted his efforts wholly to their interests, al- 
though he was threatened with personal yio- 
lence and the destruction of his practice. All 
the popular hatred was vented upon him and 
Messrs. Cummins, McElroy and Ross. 

Judge Leigh is evidently a gentleman and a 
worthy man, but he had not quite firmness and 
decision enough for the occasion. He indirect- 
ly invited opposition hy repeatedly stating that 
he would not leave the blacks where the people 
were opposed to them. This led them to think 
they could frighten him away, but I have no

Encouragement from the Slave States, 

It always does us good to hear from the Slave 
States. We know that we have many friends 
in that region, and it would give us pleasure to 
hear oftener from them. 

The following is an extract from a letter from 
a gentleman holding office in Kentucky: 

, Ky, July 31, 1846. 

“Dear Sir:—1 read all the political, and all 
the (so called) religious papers which I can get 
hold of, both from the Free and Slave States, 
and in but twoof them do I ever see a word 
uttered against the great and crying sins of this 
nation—Slavery and the Mexican war. You, 
God bless you for it! and C. M. Clay, God for- 
give him his inconsistency and preserve his 
health and his life, and restore him to his 
labor of usefulness and love!—are the only two* 
who, as conductors of public journals, wag a 
tongue, or wield a pen, or set a type, in oppo- 
sition to the unmitigated curse of American 
slavery, or the equally unmitigated villany of 
this Polk war. Although I have, through the 
force of circumstances, been induced to return 
to my native State—to this land of oppression 
—yet in the midst of slavery, I entertain no 
feeling of approbation for its perpetrators. On 
the contrary, my feelings, my conscience, my 
judgment, are all and singular more opposed to 
the “peculiar institution” than they have ever 
been; and although the institution has been 
baptized in the name of the Father and of the 
Son and of the Holy Ghost, by the Methodist 
Episcopal Chureh South, yet so obtuse is my 
religious perception, that 1 have been thus far 
not only unable to recognise in its whole visage 
one single feature of the child of God, but each 
separate one, and all combined exhibit the 
moral deformities peculiar to the devil, and 
hence I am compelled to believe that those ho- 
ly and reverend fathers stole the devil’s child 
and baptised it in the name of our God. Be- 
lieving thus, I want it turned neck and heels 
out of the church.” 

A venerable friend, aged seventy, writing te 
us from Surry county, North Carolina, says: 

“I have taken thy paper, the Cincinnati Her- 
ald, above twelve months, and notwithstanding 
I am in limited circumstances, and over sev- 
enty years of age, I feel disposed to send thee 
in this the subscription money for another 
year, 

I can inform thee that Prejudice seems to be 
dying in this part of the land, and the spirit 
of Emancipation, I think, rising. I felt a hope 
twenty-five or thirty years ago that I might 
live to see every man enjoy his natural right 
to freedom. I believe still that there are chil- 
dren born who will see the day. when slavery 
shall not be found on the American continent. 
I have seen some testimony borne in thy paper 
against war. May it increase! War with 
carnal weapons is contrary to the nature of 
God, who is Love. I like thy moderate lan- 
guage. Let us remember that the slaves and 
their owners are our brethren.” 


Our old friend intimates that there will be 
some anti-slavery voting at the next elec-

So far as I have been able to learn, and I have 
heard numbers express themselves, men of all 
parties were deeply impressed with the weighty 
truths delivered by him on that occasion. 
Lewis throws his facts so hard, and sticks them 
so fast to the conscience, it is not easy to dodge 
them, or to shake them off. Many wished that 
the whole State of Ohio could have heard him. 
We hope for a considerable increase of votes in 
our county. Vast numbers of the leading men 
in society, both in politics and religion, stand 
off. I think there was nota clergyman pres- 
ent to hear him plead the cause of the slave, 
and they take great cure to not do it them- 
selves. One of them I know made it conveni- 
ent to leave town on a visit toa neighbor. The 
pro-slavery churches have a strong hold here, 
and they have resolved, not quite unanimously, 
to adopt the stay-away policy. Notwithstand- 
ing, we had a very respectable audience, and of 
very respectable people. 

We mean before long to take measures to 

form our county ticket, and be ready for the 

2nd Tuesday of October. Our motto must be, 

“try again” until we succeed.

Mr, Lewis in Ross County, 
August 3rd, 1846. 

Dear Doctor:—We had a glorious time in 
Frankfort on the first. At an early hour the 
Wesleyan meeting-house was full to overflow- 
ing; Whigs, Democrats and Liberty men—and 
not a few of the “gentler sex” were in attend- 
ance. After the meeting was organized, by 
calling Satterfield Scott to the Chair, and ap- 
pointing John Gavin Secretary, the throne of 
grace was addressed by the Rev. William Gage, 
and a Liberty song sung by the choir. The 
meeting was addressed by Mr. Lewis, our Lib- 
erty candidate, and for full three hours the au- 
dience hung in almost breathless attention, 
whilst he portrayed the dominecring spirit of 
the slave power, the subserviency of the Whig 
and Democratic parties, and the reformatory 
object of the Liberty organization. 

How permanent the effect is to be, time must 
determine, but I know he left a good impres- 
sion. Whigs and Democrats admit that he told 
a great deal of truth. 

After Mr. Lewis had concluded, the annexed 
resolutions were offered, and after some con- 
sideration passed without a dissenting voice.— 
The Liberty men then resolved to hold a con- 
vention of the district at Chillicothe, on the 
13th day of August, for the purpose of nomina- 
ting a candidate for Congress, and to transact 
such other business as may come before them, 
the mecting then adjourned in great harmony 
and good feeling. 

The Liberty party has been lying almost 
dormant, (and indeed the same may be said of 
both the pro-slavery parties,) but we hope the 
visit of Mr. Lewis will give a fresh impulse to 
our enterprise. 

Resolved, That the principles set forth in the 
Declaration of Independence, are the only true 
and legitimate principles of civil government; 
but that the mere declaration upon paper, with- 
out the living embodiment of those principles in 
the hearts of the people, and their practical 
development in the administration of the gov- 
ernment will avail but little tocheck the natur- 
al tendency of all governments to tyranny. 
Resolved, That both the Democratic and Whig 
parties have compromised with slavery at the 
expense of liberty; that as at present organiz- 
ed, they can effect nothing for its abolition, and 
whilst the Liberty party is not indifferent to 
the other political interests of the nation, but 
believing that the slave power studies no in- 
terest but its own, stands in the way of the 
North, and is, in itself, a source of crime and 
ruin, they feel it to be their duty to striggle 
for its entire overthrow, and to adhere to this 
“one idea” alone, until the triumph shall be 
complete. 

Resolved, That being duly impressed with the 
importance, justice and truth, of the principles 
contained in the declaration of °76; we have 
enlisted for the war in a crusade against slave- 
ry, and that we will not cease our efforts, un- 
til the “Bastile” of slavery is demolished, and 
the flag of freedom firmly planted on its ruins, 
bearing on its ample folds the motto, “Freedom 
toall.”” © SATTERFIELD SCOTT, Pres’t.

Bugle, was a letter, subseribed by C. Donald- 
son, W. Donalason, H. Gilmore, and John O. 
Wattles, members of the Executive Commit- 
tee of the Ohio American Anti-Slavery Soci- 
ety, disapproving in decided terms of the reso- 
lution, as unjust, and of the course of the 
Bugle, as unfair, and requesting that paper to 
admit my reply into its columns. 

The following is part of a letter from Parker 
Pillsbury, in the last number of the Bugle. 

“Dr, Bailey writes ably against the war; but 
at the suggestion of the mobocracy, still basking 
open jawed in Cincinnati, he writes “ A word of 
explanation,” virtually declaring the articles 
mean nothing.” 

The editors of the Bugle, in the same paper, 
says of me, 

“His denunciations of the war provoked the 
rage of the latter,t [he mob,| and if we have not 
been misinformed, his “word of explanation” 
was written as a peace offering.” 

To those of my readers who have accompani- 
ed me through two mobs in Ohio, I need hard- 
ly say, that in both these representations, there 
is not one word of truth, or even the slightest 
ground for such libels. 1 was threatened with 
violence,and the Mayor admonished me that my 
first articleon the war, had produced great ex- 
citement,and that he was powerless in the then 
existing state of things, to protect. me, but every 
reader ofthis paper knows that my severest,most 
uncompromising articles against the war im- 
mediately followed the first article, in daily 
succession for one week, until the mob spirit 
was quelled, and the freedom of the press no 
longer questioned.* 

As to the “word of explanation” I quote what 
I wrote for the Bugle:— 

“As to the “word of explanation:” It is false, 
that £ advocated the defence and protection of 
General Taylor in a marauding expedition.— 
Believing at that time, that he was on ‘T'exan 
territory, I felt some sympathy for him and his 
army, who, without any knowledge of the mer- 
its of the controversy, had been placed ina 
dangerous position by an unprincipled admin- 
istration. My “word of explanation” was de- 
signed to express this sympathy, and to remove 
an impression that had got abroad, that I was per- 
sonally hostile to General Taylor. I merely meant 
to say that I would be unwilling to do any thing 
to hazard his safety, but certainly I did not 
mean, and could not mean, to advocate his defence 
in any marauding expedition. 

“It is quite possible, that the paragraph was 
not penned with much precision; for it did not 
constitute a part of the series of articles I was 
then writing against the war; nor did it once 
occur to me that any one could misunderstand 
my position. It was written hastily, and at the 
last moment, and had no other object than the 
one specified above. It is simple dishonesty, 
nothing less, for any person, a reader of my 
paper, to pretend to find in that incidental, 
hastily penned paragraph, my position in rela-

Santa Fe Traders, 

The St. Louis Republican has received a let- 
ter from one of the Santa Fe Traders, dated 
Pawnee Fork, July 9th. The company on their 
arrival at that place found Captain Moore 
there, with 150 men under his command, and 
all the wagons which left Independence subse- 
quently to the departure of Speyer. Captain 
Moore, according to orders, stopped all the tra- 
ders from proceeding further until the ar- 
rival of General Kearney. He had made 
forced marches in pursuit of Speyer, but had 
not been able to overtake him. The report, 
therefore of his battle with him, and defeat, is 
not confirmed. The following is from the same 
paper:— 

By the officers of the steamer Balloon, which 
arrived from St. Joseph’s on Saturday, we learn 
that the main body of Mormons, bound for Ore- 
gon, consisting of twenty-one hundred wagons, 
had arrived at Council Bluffs, and were engag- 
ed in cultivating the extensive fields of corn 
and other grain that had been planted by 
those who preceded them. ‘l'hey were, doubt- 
less, becoming weary of traveling, and reports 
began to prevail that propheecy had proclaim- 
ed that to be the land of promise. 

Col. Price went up on the Balloon from Jef: 
ferson City to Fort Leavenworth, to superin- 
tend the preparations made for the departure of 
the regiment, which he thinks will be ready to 
march by the 10th or 15th of August. 
Three men from Brent’s Fort had arrived at 
Fort Leavenworth. ‘They report that Speyer’s 
party had succeeded in reaching Santa Fe with- 
out being overtaken. On the march, being ap- 
prised of the pursuit, they had abandoned a wa- 
gon that had broken down, and a large number 
of cattle which had given out. The men 
reported that they had seen nearly one hundred 
cattle on the road, which had given out, and 
had been abandoned. 
The advance of Gen. Kearney’s command, a 
body of dragoons, were met at Pawnee Fork, 
and the main body were met at intervals in de- 
tached parties as they came in. The infantry 
were progressing very slowly, only six or eight 
miles a day. ‘The feet of the men were blister- 
ed, and a great many were carrying their shoes 
in their hands. Many of the horses and cattle 
had given out and were turned loose. We have 
no information in regard to the health of the 
troops, or the order and placesin which they 
were met.

Later from the Army, 

The New Orleans papers have later news 
from the Army by the U. S. cutter Forward, 
from Brazos St. Jagoon the 24th ult. Com- 
mandant Mackenzie came passenger, bringing 
despatches for the Government.

14:15 
But notwithstanding there is this irreconcile- 
able difference between the principles of slave- 
holding and the religion of Christ. Yet look 
yonder! and what do you sce? It is enough to 
make an angel blush! You see almost all de- 
nominations of Christians as bodies, nerving 
themselves, and taxing all their energies, to 
hold together the antagonistical and everlast- 
ingly opposing principles of religion and slave. 
holding. And in this dishonorable work, both 
parties of the Presbyterian Church have be- 
come most “signally signalized.”
